To  all  who  have  had  success  with  the  original  Dark  Pink  Mar¬ 
jorie,  and  wish  a  pure  white  of  the  same  habit  and  size,  if  any¬ 
thing  a  stronger  grower  and  larger  flower,  I  can  highly  recom¬ 
mend  this  Pure  White  Marjorie. 

I  find  White  Marjorie,  as  the  original  Marjorie  does  better 
in  warmer  temperature  than  ordinarily  suited  to  carnations.  I 
recommend  that  this  be  planted  in  the  warmer  bench  of  your  car¬ 
nation  house.  Temperature  52  to  56  degrees.
